LOUIS (AF’i - As the 
snow, sleet and freezing rain 
continue to swirl around Mis­ 
sourians dunng the third major 
storm of the winter, an early 
January thaw and a long-range 
trend toward warmer and drier 
weather has been predicted by 
a meteorology professor at Bos­ 
ton College in Massachusetts 
Dr Edward M Brooks, a for­ 
mer 
St 
Louis 
University 
geophysicist, said Wednesday 
that his outlook for the state 
and the rest of the nation east 
of the Rockies is "very optimis­ 
tic " 


In a telephone interview with 
the St Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Brooks said sunspot activity, on 
which he bases his forecasts, is 
waning, and by spring the new 
warmer, drier pattern should 
be established and last through 
the rest of the year 
Sunspot activity usually runs 
in 11-year cycles, he noted, and 


the maximum activity dunng 
this cycle was recorded in 1968- 
1969 
The period of high activity is 
now about over and the severe 
winter weather of recent weeks 
is something of "a last gasp.” 
Brooks said 
"Usually the change is sud­ 
den rather than gradual with 
very cold, wet weather quickly 
changing to the opposite condi­ 
tions. ” he explained 
"You normally get a January 
thaw about the 19th or 20th. but 
I think it will come sooner, 
within a week or so, when there 
should be meting of snow and 
ice and an improvement in 


temperatures for a longer peri­ 
od of time " 
Brooks also noted that since 
there is usually not enough cold 
air to cover the entire country 
at one time the fact that the 
West Coast is currently ex­ 
periencing extreme cold weath­ 
er indicates that temperatures 
will be warmer east of the 
Rockies.

In that affidavit, filed last March 13, 
Hardin said the decision was made solely 
for economic reasons. Hardin’s affidavit

campaign. 
Hardin, now an executive of the Ralston 
Purina Co. in St. Louis, was reported to be 
in Omaha, Neb., Wednesday and could not 
be reached immediately. 
But in denying the suit’s allegations, 
Hardin’s affidavit said: “ The decision to 
set the price support level at $4.93 per hun­ 
dredweight was based entirely on a 
reconsideration of the economic evidence 
on the basis of the statutory criteria.” 
He conceded that the reconsideration 
was sparked by strong sentiment “ on Jthe 
part of many members of Congress and 
wide segments of the dairy industry” 
against Hardin’s refusal a few days before 
to grant and increase in the support level. 
Hardin gave no indication that the 
President was involved or even aware of 
his actions. 
“ Dunng the course of reevaluating the 
evidence I had discussions and advice from 
members of my staff.” including Under 
Secretary J. 
Phil Campbell and two 
assistant secretaries of agriculture. Hardin 
said. 
He added: “ On March 25, 1971, this re- 
evaluation of evidence pertinent to the 
dairy situation ... culminated in an an­ 
nouncement, issued at my direction, that

WASHINGTON (AP) - Energy Chief 
William E. Simon said today investigators 
from his Federal Energy Office and the 
Internal Revenue Service are auditing the 
price, profit and supply records of every 
petroleum refiner in the nation 
A statement issued by Simon .said the 
audit is aimed at making sure the price 
increases on petroleum products reflect 
only cost increases and not jacked-up 
profits 
It al.so will help “ to verify the accuracy of 
refiner reports on crude oil and prixluct 
supplies and is a major step toward es­ 
tablishing an independent reporting and 
information system on refinery inven­ 
tories at F’FX),” Simon said. 
The federal government traditionally 
has relied on information provided by the 
oil companies, mainly through their trade 
organization, the American 
Petroleum 
Institute, r indirectly through reporting to 
other organiziitions and state governments 
The federal government, now deep in the 
direct management of the nation’s supply 
and distribution, has no complete .system 
for collecting its own energy data.

cooperation of the state judiciary in 
enabling Missouri government to better 
serve its citizens. 
Donnelly’s State 
of the Judiciary 
speech was the first ever delivered by a 
chief justice of the Supreme Court to a 
session of the Missouri Legislature in the 
state’s 
153-year 
history. 
His 
address 
followed the annual legislative message of 
Gov, Christophers. Bond. 
The State of the Judiciary messages were 
initiated in 1971 in Colorado and Michigan, 
says the Council of State Governments in 
Kansas City. 
The chief justices of four states gave such 
addresses in 1972 and at least six others 
spoke to their state legislatures last year. 
To encourage better communications 
between the two branches, Donnelly said 
the complete resources of the Supreme 
Court clerk’s office and the office of the 
state 
courts 
administrator 
would 
be 
available to provide the legislature with 
whatever 
information 
it 
needs 
in 
considering legislation. 
Donnelly said the judicial department is 
developing 
a 
statewide 
judicial 
information system that would provide 
more accurate information on the effects 
of proposed rules and legislation, the need 
for new judges and other court personnel 
and treniis in litigation and caseloads in the 
courts. 
Donnelly urged the lawmakers to give 
favorable consideration to bills to add 
more judges to the St. Louis and Kansas 
City Districts of the Missouri Court of 
Appeals. 
He said that a long-standing backlog of 
cases 
in 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
would 
probably be eliminated by the end of this 
year, but that a serious backlog already has 
developed in the court of appeals. 
Donnelly praised the concept of the 
state’s 1-year-old public defender systerp, 
but said the system needed a better pro­ 
gram of fiscal administration and an 
expansion of services. He pledged the 
court’s cooperation in helping make the 
system function properly. 
The chief justice urged the legislature to 
give special attention to the needs of the 
circuit courts, many of which lack nec­ 
essary clerical and professional staffs. 
A 
legislative 
committee 
has 
been 
studying judicial reform since last summer 
and has suggested legislation to expand 
the circuit court system to every county in 
the state by way of “ associate” circuit court 
judges.

FCC orders 


probe of ITT

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Communications Commission has ordered 
an investigation into a major rate revision 
sought 
by 
American 
Telephone

Telegraph Co. in its leased line rates. 
AT&T had sought permission to put the 
new rates into effect Jan. 14. But the FCC 
delayed the move at least until April 14 
while it probes what it termed “ substantial 
questions of lawfulness raised by the 
revised tariffs.” 
The AT&T proposal involves those lines 
reserved by businesses for their exclusive 
use. These lines generally are used for 
teletype or computer communications and 
not for telephone conversations. 
Under 
the 
plan, 
the 
current 
rate 
structure based on distances between 
points would be replaced by a system 
charging lower rates for high population 
density routes between 370 major cities 
and a higher rate for low-density routes to 
other cities.

by 
microwave transmission companies which 
compete with AT&T and by large news 
agencies, including the Associated Press.

Several national news services said they 
would be “ subjected to inordinate and dis­ 
criminatory increases.”

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Economic developer: 
a curious history 


A 
director 
of 
economic 
development for Sedalia appears to 
be a dead issue at the moment But 
in 
reviewing 
recent 
events 
concerning the office, one cannot 
help but be struck by the many 
inconsistencies 


.At its Nov. 5 meeting, the City 
Council split, mainly along party 
lines, as to whether a replace­ 
ment for Bill Hall should be 
hired A decision on letting the 
Economic 
Development 
Board 
proceed 
with 
interviews 
was 
postponed 
until 
the 
Nov. 
19 
meeting 


Then, at that meeting, several 
Democratic councilmen changed 
signals, 
voting 
6-1 
to 
hold 
interviews. Only Councilman Carl 
Franklin has maintained consistent 
opposition to the matter, stating 
that he is against hiring a man 
because of the energy question. 


The 
Economic 
Development 
Board 
proceeded 
with 
its 
interviews, and on Dec. 13 reached 
a 
unanimous decision on one 
applicant. Among those so voting 
was member Raymond Bales, who 
had also voted with the City 
Council majority on Nov. 19 to hold 
the interviews. 


Last Monday, the City Council 
voted 
5-3 
against 
hiring 
the 
applicant recommended for the job 
by 
the 
non-partisan 
Economic 
Development Board. Councilman 
Bales, and some of his colleagues 
who had originally voted to hold 
interviews, fell back into the “ no” 
column. 


All of this means that the board 
expended a great deal of time and 
effort for nought, after receiving 
the council's implied consent that 
a qualified applicant would be 
hired The applicants themselves 
certainly 
were 
inconvenienced, 
especiallv those from out of town. 


After the council’s Monday night 
vote, one member of the economic 
board, who had argued earlier 
before the council as to the need 
for filling the position, asked what 
the board should do now. It would 
appear to be something of a useless 
appendage without a director to 
carry out its wishes. 


The fact is, political considera­ 
tions have played a major part 
in the council’s on-again. off- 
again approach to the economic 
developer position. We hope that 
the job eventually will be filled in a 
manner that asks only what is best 
for Sedalia.

Hurger’s idea is to concentrate first of all 
upon trial lawyers as such In his address 
of Nov 28 at the Fordham Law School, he 
made a numfx'r of cogent observations, 
and he developed a couple of pointed 
analogies Every p<‘rson who is graduated 
from a flying sch(M)l is by definition a pilot, 
every student who emerges from medical 
school is by definition a doctor But society 
prudently has decreed thiit not every pilot 
is qualified to fly a four-engine jet, and not 
every doctor is qualified to transplant a 
kidney. By the same token. Burger insists, 
it is folly to suppo.se that every law school 
graduate automatically is qualified to go 
into court and try a civil or criminal case. 


Newspaper reporters who cover the trial 
courts surely would concur in Burger’s 
opinion on "the low state of Arnencan trial 
advocacy ’’ Every experienced reporter, 
sitting mute at the press table, has groaned 
inwardly at the ineptitude of courtroom 
amateurs who make a hundred immaterial 
objections and fail to ask the two or three 
key questions In the criminal courts, it is 
by 
no 
means 
unusual 
for 
both 
the 
government and the defense to launch into 
trial with only the most foggy notion of 
what the case is all about 


The British do it better Of their .30,000 
lawyers, about 3,000 are barristers They 
are specially trained, first in law school 
and then in a periixl of pupilage, for the 
difficult and demanding business of actual 
trial An American who visits the Inns of 
Court, and set's the barristers in action, 
comes away with an envious impression of 
trial practice at its bi'st These advocates 
go at their work with deference and 
civility, but one ought not be deceived by 
the respectful yes. m’lord, and no, m’lord;
